Iil., at 11 O’Clock Last Night. 


@. Pana, Ill, Feb. 8.—Following close upon 

“Whe disaster at Alton Junction, with its 
awfulloss of life, another big catastrophe 
to the Big Four occurred last night atll 
o’clock,two miles east of Pana, Iil. Train No. 
12, called the New York and Boston Express, 
out of St. Louis, Conductor Fitzgeraid, left 
the track and burned, entailing the lossof 
one life and injury toseventeen passengers. 
Two express messengers were also badly 
hurt. 

The man killed was Charlies Ressler, baz- 
gageman, living at Indianapolis. He was 
caught under the debris of the combination 
car and burned to death.

HOW THE WRECK OCCURRED. 

Train No. 12 is a through train carrying 
sleepers and passenger coaches. It was 
made up last night atthe Union Depot at Sst. 
Louisand pulled out at7:45 o’clock forthe 
East with one mail car, one express 
car, a combination coach, and a 
first-class coach and three new Wagner 
sleepers. It left Pana at 11 o’clock and 
started eastward under full steam. It was 
going at the rate of forty-five miles an hour 
when it came toatrestle overa small creek 
about two miles out from town. 

» At this point the train struck a broken rail, 
The bigengine passed safely over, but the 
rest of the train left the track and pulled 
out over 100 feet of the rails 
on the north side, The matil car 
was pulled along on the ties and frozen 
ground for over 1,000 feet, a part of the dis- 
tance overasmall bridge that spans a dry 
creek orrun. The cars did not telescope, 
but were piled along the side of thetrack 
from the bottom of the creek westward. 

FIRE ADDS ITS HORROR. 

Both ends of the car tcok fire, presumably 
fromthe lamps or stove and with all the 
mail matter in sacks and pouches were con- 
sumed. It wentlikea tinder box and only 
the registered mall was saved. ‘lie re- 
mainder of the train downin the ditch also 
took fire almost instantly and before the

RESSLER’S TERRIBLE FATE. 

Baggageman Ressler was thrown under a 
pile of trunks and broken pleces of the com. 
bination coach, which was the only one 
that was overturned, and it was impossible 
to rescue him, 
fury that it seemed almostas if it came up 
irom the earth and enveloped everything in 
its reach. 


Ressler’s cries could be heard by the horri. | 
fled passengers and trainmen, and were more | 


heartrendering from theirentire inability to 
help him. The sounds soon ceased ,however, 
and the body burned toacrisp. 

From the baggage car the flames spread to 
the first-class coach and thence to the 
sleepers, burning back to the end of the 
train, consuming one coach after another, 
and finally leaving only a trail of 
hot ashes and charred timbers. 
The Ohio & Mississipp! Road made up a train 
at Pana and sent it at once to the scene of the 
accident. It took all the passengers back to 
Pana, where those most seriously hurt were 
taken tothe St. James Hotel. 

The citizens of the town turned outto ren- 
derwhat assistance they could and every 
doctor in the place helped to alleviate the 
sufferings of the injured. In the morning 
the O. & M. train took all the passengers who 
could travel on to Indianapolis.

SAW THE WRECK. 


AGENT W. F. SNYDER DESCRIBES THE ACCIDENT 
AND ITS CONSEQUENCES. 


W. F. Snyder, General Western Passenger 
Agent in St. Louis of the Big Four was on the 
wrecked train, having started to go to Cin- 
cinnatl. Heand W. L. Green, commission 


merchant, who wasinone of the sleepers, 
came back to St. Loulsthis morning on the 
Vandalia road, Mr. Snyder says the broken 
raillis attributable to the cold weather, and 
the accident could not have been avoided. 

**T was in a berth of the rear 
sleeper,’’ he said, ‘‘and when the 
shock came I[ was suddenly transferred 
to some other berth. The car was 
tilting badly and I was afraid it woula go 
over any moment even after it had stopped. 
I performed my tollet with greater rapidity 
than care, and made my way out of the 
coach, as did the other passengers. When 
we got outside the combination car and the 
express were ablaze, 

‘*It was impossible to do anything for 
Ressler. He was buried beneath the burning 
haggage and debris and could not be reached. 
No one in any of the sleepers was hurt at all. 
They were badly shaken up and some of them 
pretty badly scared. But as tbe cars did not 
overturn, they had plenty of time to get out 
before the coaches began to burn. 

‘*The only passengersiwho were seriously 
hurt were in the first-class coach and the 
combination Daggage and smokingcar. The 
latter carswung side on, and overturning 
lay on its side perpendicularly to the other 
cars, Which stood in line right side up just 
as if they had besn on a track. 

‘*The express messengers were both badly 
hurt. Sam Doolittle, who lives in Indianap- 
ols, was injured about the head and 
back, had one of his shoulders 
dislocated and it was thought was internally 
injured. ‘Ihe other man was hurt about the 
head and badly bruised. I consider it re- 
markable that the loss of life was not greater 
and that the company was very fortunate in 
thatrespect. The loss of property was very 
heavy, however. 

PASSENGER AGENT NEWTON’S STORY. 

H. J. Newton, City Passenger Agent, said 
that the train went out last night very light, 
for which he felt very thankful. There were 
not more than seventy-five persons about all 
told. The three Wagner coaches had been 
recently bulit, and Mr. Newton thought they 
were $16,000 cars, Which would make their 
total value $48,000. ‘The first-class coach, the 
combination, the mail and express cars cost 
perhaps $4,000 or $5,000 each. The cost of the 
Wagners might have been only $12,000 each. 
which would make the total loss in the 
neighborhood of $60,000. The engine alone 
escaped injury, and the engineer and fire- 
man, of course, Were unhurt. 

At tbe offices of the American Express Co., 
which bandles almost all of the express mat- 
ter over this line, it was learned to-day that 
the money shipments were very light last 
night. Theshipment of parcels of matter 
was always heavy, but the office had not yet 
made an estimate of the loss. 

sam Doolittle, the injured messenger, isa 
widower with two daughters HMving in In- 
dianapolis, and Oarles Barr was his helper, 
Barr is a single man, 28 years ofage, and his 
parents liveat Fort Madison, fo. The com- 
pany had received no information concern- 
ing the condition of the men. 

Lhe clerks of the Rallway Mall Service were 
Indianapolis men named Conway and De- 
witt. At the office of the Railway Mall Ser- 
vice inthis city no news of them had been 
received. they report to the indianapolis 
office. One ofthem wasin the forward end 
of the car and the other inthe rear when it 
divided, and both were hurt about the head, 
but escaped injury by fire. 

Auditor Hewitt of the Big Four, Max Judd, 
Miss Langsdorf, H. M.Ibbertson, W. E. 
Muse of H. T. Simon & Gregory, were also on 
the ill-fated train, but escaped unhurt, and 
continued their journey eastward this morn- 
ing. ; 


W. L. GREEN’S EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. W. L. Green of the W. L. Green Com- 
mission Co. wasa passenger on the Cincin- 
natiseperofthe ill-fatedtrain. In speak- 
ing of the disaster to-day he said: 

‘*T retired before the train reached Pana, 
and was asieep when the accident occurred. 
I was awakened by the joltof the car, and 
as I had been in wrecks be- 
fore, I Knew what had happened, 
‘The sleeper begantolean more and more to 
one side until I thought that it would fall 
over, but it came toa stop before It had gone 
far enough to topple. 

‘*] dressed myself as quickly as I could 
and got out of the car without any loss 
of time. I then saw that the cause 
of the accident was the broken 
rail. The train was composed of a mail, a 
baggave and an express car, two coaches 
and three sleepers, if I remember aright. 

‘*‘Thecngine and half of the mail car had 
run over the bridge, which was a short 
distance further on, and the two were burn- 
ingon the other side. 

The baggage and express cars, the coaches 
and the first two sleepers, tad run 
down intothe ravine between the Blg Four 
andthe O.& M. tracks, and were wedged 
againstthe O, &M. embankment, acting as 
a block for the last sleeper, which did not go 
down. 

“The baggagecar was on fire when I got 
out and the groans ofthe baggageman could 
be heard. 

‘the two postal clerks and the ex- 
press messengers were very seriously 
hurt. We got the mattresses and 
blankets out of the sleepers and placed the 
wounded onthem. The entire train, sleep- 
ers and all, soon took fire, and 
many of the passengers started to walk back 
to Pana, forit was very cold and there was 
no necessity for us to remain as long as the 
injured had been provided for. 

‘‘On the way to Pana we met an engine and 
coach coming out of the town to carry 
back the jinjured. The people of 
Pana cared for the sufferers 
and all the doctors of the town tendered their 
services. Idonot know the bhames ofany of 


| the persons who were hurt.’’ 


CASUALTIES. 


THE WANN STATION DISASTER INVESTIGATION. 

ALTON, IIL, Feb. 8.—About half the wit- 
nesses of the Wann Station disaster have 
been examined by the Legislative Commit- 
tee of Investigation. The testimony of Silas 
C. Cooper, with whom Gatton boarded at the 


| time of the wreck, shows that he was an in- 
| competent man. 


Cooper states that Gatton 
boarded with him for about a week and was 
acrank. ‘*I would not associate with him 
was s0 peculiar. He would 
eat our cooking, but did 
his own. He opened a barber-shop 
at Wann last October which he ran until 
three or four weeks before the accident. He 
was a poor barber,’’ ; 

the presence of the Big Four offictals and 
the rigorous cross-examination of the wilt- 
nesses by their attorneys 1s greatly petarding 
the progress of the investigation. The com- 
mittee will probably finish to-morrow. 


BURNED TO DEATH. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Feb. 8.—Mrs. Stephen 
James, Emma James, aged 11, Arthur James, 
7, and Joe Mitchell, aged 16, were burned to 
death here at 12:30 0’clock this morningina 
fire which destroyed the lttle cabin of 
Stephen James at 1210 East Eighth street. All 
the victims are colored. Fire caught from an 
overheated stove and while all the occupants 
of the house were asleep. When the Fire 
Department arrived at the scene James had 
just been awakened and was rescued from 
the building badly burned. Mrs. James had 
fallen, suffocated, just within the door and 
she was dragged out, but she was so badly 
burned that she cannot live. In fifteen min- 
utes the little house was entirely consumed 
and then the charred remains of the children 
were disgovered tn the ashes. 


CAUGHT IN A SNOW-SLIDE. 
SALT LAKE, Utah, Feb. 8.—News has just 
been received from the east fork of Wood 


River that Loults Hanchi was caught ina 
snow-slide near the ‘Triumph mine and in- 
Sstantly killed, His body was recovered and 
buried at Hailey, Idaho. 


FIRES AT KIETHSBURG, ~

4o’clock this morning destroyed Hendrick- 
son’s shoe store, L. M. Churchill’s dry goods 
store, Allen Hall’s grocery store and Mrs, M,

The loss is $25,000; fully 
nsured, 

Another fire destroyed the new round-house 
ofthe Central lowa llway Co., together 
with six locomotives. The loss is about $50,- 
000, The round«house had been occupied only 
about ten days. 


FLOOD FEARED NEAR CLEVELAND. 
CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 8.—There is a strong 
current and high water in the Cuyahoga 
River, causing fear of a flood. A Dig ice 
gorge has formed near Bedford, a suburb, 


and the entire country surrounding ts flooded, 
An immense gorge has also formed near the 
weigh lock and a number of large manufac- 
turing companies in that vicinity are pre- 
paring to move ovatside the flood. It Is 
thought, however, that the danger has been 
temporarily averted by the cold weather. 


AN OLD MAN’S FALL. 
NEVADA, Mo., Feb, 8.—Samuel Lovell, aged 
88, one of the oldest settlers of Vernon 
County, slipped and fell on the floor early 


this morning while starting a fire, and dis- 
located his right hip. Several physicians 
were summoned and pronounced his case 
hopeless. 


GAS WORKS EXPLOSION, 
MONTREAL, Feb. 7.—A disastrous explo- 
sion occurred atthe City Gas Works to-day. 
An employe named Hennessy was instantly 


killed and thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property destroyed.

THE CITY'S WATER SUPPLY. 


To-Day’s Meeting of the Board of Public 

Improvements Rssults in No Action. 

A special meeting of the Board of Public 
Improvements was held at the City Hall at 
noon to-day to consider the matter of putting 
into operation an additional temporary 
plant to enable the city to obtain a 


supply of water from the Chain of Rocks by 
June i next or several monthsin advance of 
the time the permanent works will be coin- 
pleted. This meeting was the outcome of the 
conference held ip the Mayor’s office yesterday 
although the matter had been several times 
discussed by the board in a desultory man- 
ner at previous meetings. The report of the 
committee appointed to consider the pet!- 
tion from the Merchants’ Exchange and the 
Commercial Ciub, asking that in the interests 
of public health and sanitation, the city 
take immediate steps to insure an 
adequate supply of pure drinking water was 
firstread. ‘this recommended that an ordl- 
nance be prepared for presentation to the 
Council authorizing the expenditure of 
$150. 000 for the erection of a temporary plant 
to effect this purposes. 

From the discussion that followed 
the reading of the report it was easy 
to see that the general sentiment ofthe board 
is at presentone of strong opposition tothe 
proposed expenditure, though Commisstoner 
Fechter was the only one to place 
himself on record by openly expressing his 
disapproval. Commissioner Murphy was not 
prepared to express his views without 
knowlng more of the matter. From what 
he understood the committee had accepted 
everything embodied in the petition from the 
Mer@pants’ Exchange and the Commercial 
Club in good faith, without = ques- 
tioning the authenticity their 
information or the justness 
of the deductions drawn. He refused to go 
on record as indorsing the report in any 
manner which would imply that at present 
he was in favor of the expenditure of $150,00). 

In reply toa question from Chairman Bur- 
net, Chief Engineer Gillespie of the Water 
Department said that he Dbelfeved that the 
permanent plant would be completed by 
Aug. inext. He might, however, be very 
wide cf the mark, as so many outside in- 
fluences, the weather, for instance, might 
materially retard it. 

Commissioner Fechter was disposed to ridi- 
cule the present scare of typhoid fever and 
cholera as unfounded. **I would like to 
ask,’’ he said, ‘‘whether people in Eastern 
cities drink our water? They almost 
all experienced an epidemic of 
typhoid last fall. Here we have always 
talked up Mississipp! River water as the best 
in the world and now we are going right 
back on it. I believe it isthe best anyway,’’ 
he concluded, in tones of conviction. 

**] move that weinvitethe delegates from 
the Merchants’ Exchangeand the Commer- 
cial Club to meet the board at 12 o’clock to- 
morrow to give us definite information as to 
their authority for stating that the present 
drinking Water supply Is impure,’’ said 
Commissioner Murphy. 

Comrulssioner Fechter: ‘‘I’ll not vote for 
an expenditure of $150,000 any more to- 
morrow than I will to-day.’’ 

Chairman Burnet: ‘‘No one is asking you 
to do so. We had better refer the whole 
thing back to the committee.’’ 

After some further discussion it was de- 
cided to adopt Maj. Murphy’s motion, and 
the board adjourned until 12 o’clock to-mor- 
row, by which time it is expected the per- 
manent Committee will be reacy with a re- 
port. Delegates from the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and the Commercial Club will also be 
invited to attend.

REVOLUTION, 


A Revolt in Argentine Provinces 
Threatens to Extend. 


Guards Stationed at Buenos Ayres to 
Prevent Surprise, 


BRAZIL HAVING MORE TROUBLE IN RIO 
GRANDE DO SsUL. 


Balmacedists Are Eeing Conciliated by 
the Chilian Government— Lots of 
Troublein the South American Mind— 
Michael Davitt Elected to Parliament— 
A Candidate Who Treated Unseated— 
Foroign £ fiairs. 


VALPARAISO, Chill, Reb. 8.—A press dispatch 
says that it may again become necessary to 
place Buenos Ayres under a state of slege, 

hile at Santa Fe 3,000 members of the Hum- 
bolt colony are under arms and threaten an 
open declaration Of War against the opera- 
tion of the wheat tax. . 

The latest troubles at Buenos Ayres began 
on Saturday, when many rumors that a rev- 
olution was about to be begun were circu- 
lated. President Pena returned to the city 
from his country home when he heard of the 
rumors and called out the military and police 
to suppress the tnreatened outbreak, These 
measures restored quiet. The alarm was 
caused by a revolution against the Gov- 
ernor of the province of Jujuy. It 1s 
probable that the rumor that the 
revolution would spread caused 
the alarm in Buenos Ayres and aroused the 
President to such activity. Commercial 
transactions almost ceased on account of the 
disturbed condition of affairs and the Gov- 
ernment was condemned on all sides. It was 
declared to be responsible for the deplora- 
ble condition of the country which causes 
every rumor of revolution to be as disastrous 
to business as an open outbreak would be. 

Although the establishment ofa military 
guard at the capital has restored quiet, the 
ministerial crisis has ‘not yet been passed 
and they are prospects thatthe city will be 
declared under a state of slege. 

YELLOW FEVER IN ARGENTINE, 

Yellow fever at Buenos Ayres is increasing, 
and more vigorous quarantine measures, 
especially against Brazil have been estab- 
lished, 

JEALOUSY OF CHILI, 

Buenos Ayfes paperse are excited over a 
recent excursion of Chillans, Gen. Korner 
and his staff, wRo rode over to Antuco Pass, 
140 miles east of Concepcion. This caused 
the Argentina papers to charge him with 
attempting to discover some strategic points 
for use against the country. 

CONCILIATING BALMACEDISTS. 

News has been received here that atthe 
meeting of the Balmaceda party chiefs 
at Mendoza general opinion was expressed 
that the present @pyernment of Chil! was 
acting ina conciMatory spirit toward them. 
This seemed to give general satisfaction and 
ifis Delieved that the civil officers under 
Balmaceda will return to Chill and stand 
trial. . 

An amnesty law has just been :passed by 
the Chillan Congrest which applies to alithe 
followers of Balmaceda, except the army and 
navy, tothose who aided in wrecking the 
warship Blanco Encelado, and to those con- 
nected with the massacre at Los Canos. The 
law permits ex-Balmaceda officials to re- 
enter the service of the government. 

The Chillan Government will guarantee the 
construction of the trans-Andes road and 
work upon it wlll soon begin. 

MORE TROUBLE IN RIO GRANDE DO SUL, 

Treuble along the Rio Grande has broken 
out again, Acorrespondent at Artegas tele- 
graphs that the Government police arrested 
and disarmed 100 Federals who were about to 
make a raid along the Rio Grande do Sul, 
near Santa Anna. They disarmed the 12th 
Regiment, owing to the fear. that they would 
desert and join the Federalists. Federal 
Gen. Tavres and Banos Cassu! are trying to 
reconcile and unite the different factions in 
opposition to the Castilhistas, 

A correspondent at Montevideo telegraphs 
that although the Government dentes the 
projects of the revolutionists will succeed a 
guard is still maintained along the Rio 
Grande.

RELATIONS WITH CANADA, 
DOMINION PARLIAMENT ENGAGES IN A 

HEATED DISCUSSION, 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 7.—The probable 
policy of President-elect Cleveland’s admin- 
istration on relations between Canada and 
the United States’ formed the subject ofa 
stormy debate in the House of Commons to- 
day. 

John Chariton, a prominent Liberal mem- 
ber, charged the Dominion Administration 
with misleading the people of the country by 
telling them that the Government of the 
United States had refused to consent toany 
fair means of commercial reciprocity with 
Canada. The miserable attempt of members 
of the crown, he said, to make capital 
out of the late general elections by mis- 
representing what had taken place at 
a conference beld at Washington two years 
ago had forced the American Government to 
deny those statements. This scandalous 
conduct had produced in political circles in 
Washington a wholesome contempt for such 
pettifogging statesmen andhad brought dis- 
credit upon the Government of the Dominion. 
While the Government at Washington 
had no love for the party in power in this 
country he was glad to be able to say 
that during the recent visits to 
the American capital, when he met 
many prominent politicians of both political 
parties, he found the people of Canada stood 
high in the estimation of American states- 
men. He mentioned J. G. Carlisle as being 
well disposed toward granting reciprocity 
toward Canada and also Williani M. 
Springer. Yet in the face of these sentiments 
expressed by some of the most prominent 
members of the ruling party inthe United 
States, the Government of Canada has the 
criminal audacity to tell their people that 
they cannot obtain any measure of free inter- 
course with the American nation,

This evidence 
of the Prime Minister’s intention to bring 
the debate on the address in reply to the 
Queen’s speech to an end as speedily as pos- 
sible so he may introduce the home rule bill 
for the time fixed (Monday next) was greeted 
with cheers by the supporters of the Gov- 
ernment, 

The debate on the address was then re- 
sumed. Jesse Colling, whorepresents the 
Bordesly division of Birmingham, and who, 
though a Radical, oppose the home rule Dill, 
moved an amendment urging that legislation 
for the betterment ofthe condition ofagri- 
culturists have precedence overthe home 
rule bill.

‘The police are watching their 
camp nearthe scene of the murders, The 
Indians are making medicine and singing 
war songs. The hostiles number 200 Brules. 
They are hemmed in by a well-armed cordon 
of police. Capt. Swords, chief of the Pine 
Ridge Indian Police, who is a full-blooded 
Sioux, says Dr. Eastman, Elaine Goodell’s 
husband, is an alarmist. He says he him- 
selfis not in sympathy with the hostiles, 
and that Eastman is in a measure re- 
sponsible for much of the Indlans’ dissatis- 
faction, 


AN INDIAN’S CONFESSION, 
OMAHA, Neb., Feb. 8.—A telegram from 
Pine Ridge Agency states that Bear-Fleet- 
Runs-in-Woods, an  Indclan policeman, 


brought in one of Two Sticks’ sons, who Is 
one of the murderers, Learning that he is 
ram he made the following short confes- 
sion: 

**Twoa-Sticks’’ (iis father) and the others 
agreed in a sweat-house to gotothe Beef 
Camp and kill the cowboys. They slipped 
into the dug-out while the men slept and 
each selected a victim, and at a signal—a 
cough—they killed them. The cook was not 
killed at firstand attempted to crawl under 
a box, but was shot in the head and died. so 
close was the range that he was terribly 
powder burnea.

Before the killing 
Two Sticks was remonstrated with by No 
Water, but to no purpose, and he left the 
camp, but afterthe kiiling he returned and 
saw the police shoot down Two Sticks and 
his men, 

Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Horse and He 
Dog were at thereservation yesterday and 
asked permission to arrest the two escaped 
murderers and bring Two Sticks, who ts 
mortally wounded, to the agency. He Dog 
promises that he will arrest and bring every- 
onetothe agency who participated in the 
murder. The agent will not give his consent 
to this arrangement until he sees that the 
police are unable to make the arrest.

DANGEROUSLY SICK AND UNABLE TO 
GO TO WASHINGTON. 


He Denies the Statement Cabled From 
Paris About the American End of the 
Panama Canal Boodle—Opinion at the 
Capital—W hat the Investigating Com- 
mittee Will Do. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Feb. 8.—Ex-Secretary 
Thompson has been positively forbidden by 
his physician to leave his room. He was last 
outside his -home two weeks ago, when he 
fainted in his carriage and was brought home 
in an apparently dyingcondition., Dr. Young 
fears pneumonia and says if it occurs it will 
almost certainly prove fatal. Under these 
conditions it is absolutely out of the question 
for Col. Thompson to even think of going to 
Washington to testify in the Panama investi- 
gation. 

Speaking of the latest story from Paris,told 
by M. Flory, the expert who is examining the 
books ,of the preliminary 12,000,000 francs sent 
to America before Col. Thompson took the 
chairmanship of the American committee, 
and which fund is not accounted for, Col, 
Thompson says he knows nothing of such a 
fund, If it came, it came it while De Lesseps 
wasin this country. He does not belfve 
such a fund was sent over, though he says he 
knows nothing of the company’s affairs pre- 
vious to the organization of the American 
branch. So faras he knowsthe canal funds 
were all together in Paris and there are no 
separate French and American funds. The 
New York bankers merely cashed the Amer!t- 
can orders and sent them to France to be col- 
lected, 

He said when interviewed on the matter: 

‘-T do not know whether 12,000,000 francs or 
any other sums were placed to thecredit of 
the American committee. I never had any 
notice that that or any sum was placed to 
our credit. 

‘‘Ihave explained thatallour payments 
were made through Seligman’s Bank of New 
York, that I drew my salary as Chairman of 
the American Committee by drawing my 
personal check against Selligman’s Bank, 
which bank cashed it the sameas if I hada 
deposit of my own there. This check was 
then sent to the Seligman Bank at Paris and 
charged to the canal fund there. 

‘*That was the mode of all the payments 
made by the American Committee. I don’t 
know anything about Appleton’s connection 
with the Canal company. I dqn’t Know 
whether my salary or the purchase of sup- 
plies was charged toany sum set aside for 
the American company or not, for, as I have 
told you, Iam not aware that any special 
sum was ever placed to our credit in the 
manner stated, 

**So far as my spending 12,000,000 francs in 
this country for the canalis concerned there 
were four members of the American commit- 
tee, andI was one ofthem, What we spent 
was spent legitimately. lam prepared to 
show that. The vouchers in the bank will 
show how every cent was spent. 

‘*We paid 17,000,000f for the Panama Rall- 
roadCo. while lwas chairman, The Amerl- 


can Committee made that purchase and yet 
we hever handled the funds. We never 
handled any of the funds. All payments 
were made just as I tell you. 

‘*‘I don’t know whether M. Flory takes this 
17,000.000 francs of the railroad company into 
consideration or not. We expect to makea 
showing tothe Congressional Committee that 
that willexplain all the tramsactions in de- 
tail. 

‘*‘The imoression that exists that a certain 
sum was placed in our hands, 12,000,000 
francs or any other sum by the French pro- 
jectors, is incorrect. Just what arrange- 
ments seligman & Co., the New York bank- 
ers had with the canal company I don’t 
know, but I do know that all our requisitions 
on the canal company through Seligman & 
Co. were honored and promptly paid, and 
that no vouchers were issued that will not 
bear the most criticai inspection. 

‘‘Mr. Heliman of the house of Seligman, 
was one of the French directors of the a- 
ma Canal Co.’’

COLD WORK. 


Dredging Oysters in Narragansett Bay 
Through Holes in the Ice. 
From the Providence Journal. 


Not since the cold weather of five years ago 
has the novel expedient of dredging oysters 
through holes in the ice been resorted to. At 
present one Providence firm of oyster grow- 
ers finds it necessary to do its dredging in 
this manner. Dewing, the Exchange place 
dealer in fish and oysters, owns the oyster 
bed off Nayatt Point. Sloop Bellport brings 


the products of the bed to this city. She is 
usuaily Kept at anchor over the homes of the 
bivalves, which as fast as dredged are put 
aboard her. When a cargo has been obtained 
she ascends the river, discharges the oysters 
ata South Main street wharf and returns to 
the bed. 

One cold morning last week the Bellport 
found herself surrounded by ice. Nothing 
daunted, her skipper attempted to break his 
way out, but the Bellport could not get 
through. Since then she has been a prisoner. 
For several! days no dredgers descended, but 
last Tuesday the dredging through the ice 
began. ‘Ihe crew of the Bellport and several 
extra men from Nayatt engaged in the busi- 
ness. A gale was sweeping over the ice, the 
thermometer was uncomfortably near zero 
and heavy wraps were absolutely necessary. 
Strong ice chisels were obtaine!. These are 
made onthe same principle as a carpenter’s 
chisel, only on a much larger scale, — 

The steel head weighs three or four pounds 
and the handle is about five feet long. Armed 
with these instruments, the crew of the Bell- 
port, looking from a short distance like Es- 
quimaux, repaired to those places over the 
bed where they knew the oysters to be the 
most plentiful, and proceeded to cut oblong 
holes through the ice, which was six inches 
in thickness Mouday and Tuesday, but has 
since become two or three inches thicker, 
The dredging was then performed in the 
usual manner. 

The cost of obtaining the oysters in this 
way was foundto be just about doubled. A 
big hand-sled was obtained and loaded with 
barrels. This was drawn out to the place, 
and as fast as a load was secured it was 
drawn to the shore, whereatwo-horse wagon 
was waiting to recelve the oysters. Abouta 
dozen men are now engaged in this pecullar 
work on Dewing’s beds. They appear to en- 
joy the novelty of their labor in spite of the 
hardships of the work of keeping the dredges 
going inthe bitter cold. This Is especially 
severe on the ice, as the wind has suchan 
uninterrupted sweep. The residents of Nay- 
att enjoy frequent visits to the bed,

COLD WORE. 


Dredging Oysters in Narragansett Bay 
Through Hole: in the Ice. 
From the Providence Journal. 


Not since the cold weather of five years ago 
has the novel expedient of dredging oysters 
through holes In the ice been resorted to. At 
present one Providence firm of oyster grow- 
ers finds it necessary to do its dredging in 
this manner. Dewing, the Exchange piace 
dealer in fish and oysters, owns the oyster 
bed off Nayatt Point. Sloop Bellport brings 


the products of the bed to this city. She Is 
usuaily kept at anchor over the homes of the 
bivalves, which as tast as dredged are put 
aboard her, When a cargo has been obtained 
she ascends the river, discharges the oysters 
ata South Main street wharf and returns to 
the bed. 

One cold morning last week the Bellport 
found herself surrounded by ice. Nothing 
daunted, her skipper attempted to break his 
way out, but the Bellport could not get 
through. Since then she has been a prisoner. 
For several days no dredgers descended, but 
last Tuesday the dredging through the ice 
began. ‘Ihe crew of the Bellport and several 
extra men from Nayatt engaged in the busi- 
ness. A gale was sweeping over the ice, the 
thermometer was uncomfortably near zero 
and heavy wraps were absolutely necessary. 
Strong ice chisels were obtaine!. These are 
made onthe same principle as a carpenter’s 
chisel, only on a much larger scale, 

The steel head weighs three or four pounds 
and the handle is about five feet long. Armed 
with these instruments, the crew of the Bell- 
port, looking from a short distance like Es- 
quimaux, repaired to those places over the 
bed where they knew the oysters to be the 
most plentiful, and proceeded to cut oblong 
holes through the ice, which was six inches 
in thickness Monday and Tuesday, but has 
since become two or three inches thicker, 
The dredging was then performed in the 
usual manner. 

The cost of obtaining the oysters in this 
way was found to be just about doubled. A 
big hand-sled was obtained and loaded with 
barrels. This was drawn out to the place, 
and as fast as a load was secured it was 
drawn to the shore,whereatwo-horse wagon 
was waiting to recelve the oysters. Abouta 
dozen men are now engaged in this peculiar 
work on Dewing’s beds. They appear to en- 
joy the novelty oftheir labor in spite of the 
hardships of the work of keeping the dredges 
going inthe bitter cold. This is especially 
severe on the ice, as the wind has such an 
uninterrupted sweep. The residents of Nay- 
att enjoy frequent visits to the bed,

In aterritory 175 miles long, which has pro- 
duced only twenty bales of cotton this year, 
there are 4,000 persons. 

A meeting of the Memphis commercial 
organization will be called to raisefunds to 
send a boat load of provisions tothe famine 
sufferers. The Vicksburg and Natchez Cot- 
ton Exchanges willtakethe samestep. ‘The 
New Orleans Board of Trade has headed the 
list with $5,000. 

Mr. Watson says the farmers are now 
plowing, but they have not enough food to 
feed themselves or their teams. The people 
of this section have always been very poor. 
They have no means beyond what can be 
earned by doing odd jobs in theterritory 
roundabout, and even this entails upon them 
great labor with little pay. Inthe warmest 
partofthe year, when everywhere around 
them cropS are fiourishing and farmers are 
correspondingly happy, the denizeus of this 
narrow section are co:npelled to subsist from 
handtomouth. It can be easily imagined, 
therefore, how much more they suffered 
when the fali of the thermometer brought 
coid tothemas wellashunger.

represent the votes of the forty-four States 
as received in duplicate by mall and messen- 
ger; there was the solemn procession of old 
Capt. Bassett, who has participated in every 
presidential count for more than sixty years, 
escorted by a squad of Capitol police to 
prevent a raid being madeupon the precious 
Jocked boxes containing the votes. This was 
a precaution originating inthe fears of Act- 
ing Vice-President Ferry in the troublous 
times of the disputed count In 1877, ard it 
has been since kept up, 

The boxes (which by the way werethis year 
entirely new, their predecessors in the ser- 
vice having been carried away by ex-Presi- 
dent Pro Tem. Ingalls, as mementoes) having 
been safely depositea in the House, the Sen- 
ate in a body followed shortly before 1 
o’clock. ‘The members of the upper chamber 
were, of course, reeeived by the House with 
becoming respect, The Vice-President 
ascended the Speaker’s platform and took 
his seatattheright hand of Speaker Crisp, 
the Senators ranging themselves in the 
places assigned to’tiiemon the right ofthe 
hall and the Speaker sitting at ‘the left hand 
of the Vice-President and in this manner the 
count proceeded in the presence of densely 
packed galleries and a crowded floor. 

Following the precedents observed upon

A STORY WITH A MORAL. 
Before permitting any more franchises to 
be given away the people of St. Louis 
should take counsel with the suffering in- 
habitants of New York. In that city rapid 
transit isthe most pressing need of the 
hour and the Manhattan Elevated Co. 
seems to have control of the situation. 
This company, which has grown up 
from small beginnings, has puta little more 
than $20,000,000 into its plant from first 
to last. Probably the thirty-four miles of 
road could be duplicated and equipped 
with rolling stock much better than that 
now used for less than that amount. But 
its total capitalization including stock and 


‘bond issues amounts to $66,398,000. The 


stock is now worth 167 while the bonds 
are quoted at from 107 to 120, according to 
the issues. This shows that the property 
pays a good interest on the whole paper 
valuation equivalent to not less probably 
than 25 percent onthe actual capital in- 
vested. 

The $46,000,000 above the actual cost 
represents public values diverted to private 
uses. This value belongs of right to the 
people of New York, but owing to the loose 
methods in vogue of giving away valuable 
privileges, it has been surrendered to the 
Goulds, Sages and Fields. Meanwhile the 
people who have to use the elevated roads 
and who should enjoy their own in the 
way of very cheap fares and very good 
service, are obliged to pay to these 
‘‘financiers’’ high fares and put up with 
very poor service. 

A good deal of the same sort of ‘‘finan- 
ciering’’ has been practiced in St. Louis, 
but it is possible to stop any future 
robbery. Municipal property like that 
represented by the Manhattan bond issues 
of $46,000,000 in excess of the cost of the 
road isthe object of monopolists’ greed 
here as in New York. But they should 
not be allowed to get any more of it. 
Franchises granted in future should pro- 
vide for a return to the city of every dollar 
over. and above a fair retufn on 
the actual investment together with 
such further compensation as may 
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POPULAR EDUCATION. 


The Ethical Society has recently under- 
taken in the cause of broader education in 
the city to inaugurate a course of popular 
science lectures on Sunday afternoons at 
the Grand Opera-house. This has been 
done with the purpose of providing an 
opportunity for wider information and 
study among the people who are at work 
throughout the week and whose sole time 
for rest and improvement of the mind ison 
Sunday. 

Education is good and as science is 
knowledge of God’s work it isclose to true 
religion. The nature of the lectures and 
the strong reasons for the selection of the 
day render their delivery on Sunday after- 
noon in no sense an offense to any. The 
lectures cover thefield of astronomy, 
physics, theology and geology, the best 
qualified men in the city having consented 
to speak on these topics. 

The lecture last Sunday was delivered by 
Prof. H. 8. Pritchett of Washington Uni- 
versity on the subject: ‘‘How the Planets 
and Sun Appear Through the Telescope.’’ 


It was attended by seven or eight hundred 


people, young and old, whose appreciation 
of the valuable opportunity it presented 
was manifest. Later on Prof. F. E. Nipher 
is to give a lecture on ‘‘Electricity,’’ and 


exhaustively discussed. But the evidence gifrof. Wm. B. Potter is to close the course 


the first Sunday in March by atalk on the 
Grand Canon of the Colorado as a study 
in the science of geology. These gentle- 
men give their services gratuitously, 
prompted by a love of science and a desire 
to instill that love into others and stimu- 
late scientific study. 

By reason of the kindness of the lecturers 
the expenses are light and the price of 
admission has been fixed at a small sum. 
In order that the demand for such a course 
of lectures might be tested no tickets have 
been given away, and the public has not 
been asked to contribute to deiray the 
cost. Business firms were even requested 
not to buy tickets for their employes. 
It is gratifying to know that although the 
work is purely in the line of higher edu- 
cation it has met with popular approval, 


over 1,000 tickets having been sold.

New York and other pretentious rivals, not 
one of them but will admit that in the sey os 
of its streets, no city can compare with this 


metropolis, ’ 

As Washington City, D. C.,.1s tndebted to 
the engineering skill of a Frenchman, an ex- 
officer of engineers of the French army, for 
its magnificent avenues, unsurpassed by any 
in the worid, so, likewise, is St. Louls in- 
debted to the engineering ability ofa French- 
man, an ex-Colonel of the Engineer Corps of 
Napoleon I., Col. Rene Paul, born on the 
Island of San Domin o, of anold and promi- 
nent family in the history of France, whose 
father owned a large estate, but with 
his family were forced to fl 
to preserve their lives at the 
outbreak of the negro insurrection in 1782. 
Col. Paul was placed at the French Military 
Academy, Ecole Poletechnic in Paris, where 
the year before graduating the Emperor 
gave the cadets rank inthe.army. Col. Paul 
received the grade of Captain in the Engineer 
Corps, and served in the campaigns of Italy 
and Spain. He was at the memorable battle 
of Trafalgar, and was on the flag ship of the 
French fleet, the Redoubtable, and saw the 
fall of Admiral Nelson. Col, Paul was severe- 
ly wounded, and upon recovery removed to 
this country. In 1808 he formed a partner- 
ship with Bartholomew Berthold, and with 
him came to St. Louls the same year. The 
partnership was dissolved in 1813. Col. Paul 
was for years the City Civil Engineer, and 
filled other important public positions. 

Col. Paul died May 20, 1851, at his residence 
on Elm, between Fourth and Fifth streets, 
and of a large family of children one alone 
remains. In conclusion allow me to correct 
the following (still quoting the article first 
referred to): ‘*Chouteau avenue was named 
after Pierre Chouteau. * * * The Chou- 
teaus came from France in the early days of 
St. Louls. * * * They bought heavily of farm- 
ing lands.’’ Col. Auguste Chouteau, accom- 
panied by his young brother, Pierre,in charge 
of the first colonists, landed ‘*‘on the west 
bank of the river, ata place where the trees 
had been blazed the year before,’’ repre- 
sented the interests of Maxent, Labadie & 
Co., @ company of New Orleans mer- 
chants, who had received a grant from 
the French Government to establish a trad- 
ing post in Upper Louisiana, This site had 
been selected by Mr. Laclede, in person, 
with Col, Auguste Chouteau, and the trees 
blazed to designate the spot. Ool. Chouteau 
landed, as above stated, the following spring, 
Feb. 15, 1764, in charge of the first party of 
colonists at the site destined to become a 
great metropolis, then an unbroken wilder- 
ness, untrodden, except by the aborigines or 
an occasional ‘*voyageur.’’ 

Chouteau avenue was laid out and named by 
Col Rene Paul,or as dividing line of that por- 
tion of the Chouteau mill tract inherited by 
his wife, the wife of Gabriel Paul (the two 
brothers having married sisters) and the wife 
of Maj. Thomas Floyd Smith, from the estate 
of their father, Col. Auguste CHouteau, and 
was named in her honor. Chouteau avenue 
and the streets diverging ,»#herefrom were 
named after their children, Paul street, 
Beckwith street, Ham street, Valle street, 
etc., long since changed to numbered streets.

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TO LEGISLATE FOR EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Result of St. Louis School Board Dele- 
gates’ Pilgrimage to the Oapital—Dr. 
Lutz on a Quiet Mission—The Senate 
Stirred Up by a Debate on the Assess- 
ment of Street Improvement Cost. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 8.—Representa- 
tive Jim Moore’s stock yard Dill regulating 
the charges of the Union Yards in St. Louls 
and the St. Joseph company is now about as 
dead as is possible to make a legislative 
measure. This morning the vote by 
which the bill was defeated yesterday was 
reconsidered anda the motion laid on 
the table. This settles the fate of a bill that 
would, if passed, have worked a great in- 
jury tothe St. Louis yards in favorof the 
National yards in East St. Louis. 

The House received another batch of peti- 
tions in favor of the retail merchants’ gar- 
nishment law and then they took a recess. 


THE STONE POOL BILL. 

The amendment to the Stone pool law, 
permitting the sale of pools on race 
tracks in this State on races 
in other States during the actual progress of 
meetings was the order in the Senate this 
morning, and along and at times stormy 
debate followed before the Dill was sent to 
engrossment. 

Senator Cochrane of St. Joseph made a 
bitter fight on the bill and characterized It as 
a disgrace to ublic morais. It was bad 
enough, he said, to gambleon home races 
without throwing down the bars to the other 
tracks, 

Senator Wurdemann of St. Louls County, 
agreed with Senator Cochrane. The Dill was 
ordered to engrossment by a vote of 17to 13 
after Senators Stone, Lyman, McGinnis and 
Burks had about exhausted their eloquence 
in its favor. 


THE 8T. LOUIS SCHOOL BOARD. 

The School Board delegation from 8t. Louts 
spent yesterday afternoon and evening here 
and returned on the night train sooner than 
was expected.

Lutz denied that he came up to help the Gov- 
ernor make a slate for St. Louls. Despite the 
fact that he was an original Stone man he 
wanted it understood that he was not trying 
to fix any appointment. It was quietly given 
out, however, that he had been invited to 
offer a suggestion or two and he accepted the 
invitation. He says he wants nothing 
himself, but of course he has friends 
who are among the applicants. His infiu- 
ence with the Governer is considered of a 
most potent character and all the St. Louis 
candidates have asked his aid. He left on 
the night train for St. Louls. One of his 
favorites for Police Commissioners is under- 
stood to be Peter Pauley, the jall Duilder, 
who resides in the southern part of the city. 
Allthe information he volunteered on the 
subject of the mayoralty race was that it was 
any man’s race. 

PASSED THE SENATE. 

The Stone bill repealing the section of the 
city charter or St. Louis, which prevents an 
assessment of more than 2 per cent of the 
valuation of real estate for street improve- 
ments, Was passed to engrossment in the 
Senate yesterday afternoon, after an excit- 
ing debate, in which Senators Stone, McGin- 
nis, Espenscheid, Yeater and Busche took 
part. Senator McGinnis in his argument 
claimed that the St. Louls newspapers were 
subsidized by real estate agents to prevent 
the publication of arguments against 
the passage of the bill. The senatorial rep- 
resentative ofthe st, Louis beer interests 
waxed warm and denounced the Dill in 
strong language. The change inthe charter 
provisions, he said, would givethe city the 
right to confiscate the property of poor peo- 
ple to pay for street lanpeyeoments. On the 
vote Senators McGinnis, Espenscheid and 
Busche voted for the bill, while Dockery and 
Morrissey voted with Stone. 

Ed Fox, the West End postmaster who 
came upto give the billa lift, tried to get 
Busche in line for the bill, but 
the North St. Louis Senator ob- 

ected, Under the provisions of the 

lll the city of St. Louis ean assess the whole 
cost of street improvements against the 
abutting property. The main argument 
against the bill was that it would give the 
contractors’ combine a vise-like grip onthe 
property owners. Hugh McGowan of Kansas 
city, representing the Barker Asphalt Co., 
has been working might and main here since 
the bill was introduced to get it passed. 
Senator Stone insists the bill is a necessity, 
and that street improvements in St. Louis 
will have to stop if it does not become a law. 
Along petition of real eState owners is on 
file in its favor. 

After the meeting Senator Espenschied sald 
he regarded itasan exceedingly dangerous 
measure, and one that would work much 
mischief if passed and signed. 


THE WICKHAM CHARGES, 


THE EX-CHIEF CLERK’S ACCUSATION UNDER 
INVESTIGATION. 

JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., Feb. 8.—When it 
leaked out yesterday afternoon that charges 
had been preferred against Adjt.-Gen, Joseph 
A. Wickham by his late Chief Clerk, James 
C. Snell, the news spread rapidly and was 
discussed inevery quarter of the city last 
night. Snell was interrogated right and left, 
but refused to make any statement. The 
charges and specifications he had written 
out and submitted to Gov. Stone were on file 
all the while, but he declined to admit even 
this fact. 

Snell’s friends did considerable talking,and 
insisted that he would not prefer charges un- 
less they were well founded. 

It was with some reluctance that Gov. 
Stone admitted that charges had been pre- 
ferred against Gen. Wickham. He refused 
tomake any statement bearing on the sub- 
ject, but the news came out of the Executive 
Chamber thathe had been quietly investi. 
gating every charge made by Clerk Snell, and 
that he had found nothing to substantiate 
Mr. Sneil’s accusations. In his communica- 
tion to the Governor Snell charged that of 
the $35,000 appropriated by the Genefal As- 
sembly two years ago for the Adjutant’s De- 
partment a considerable sum was misappro- 
priated by Gen. Wickham. Of the amount 
appropriated $25,000 was set apart 
for the maintenance of the National Guard of 
the State and the support of the Adjutant’s 
office. The balance was appropriated for the 
purpose of collecting war records and com- 
pleting the State military archives. Snell

It was understood before 
Wickham’s reappointment that the troubles 
between himself and his chief clerk would 
soon cometoa focus. Wickham was reap- 
pointed, and warmly con- 
gratulated by friends, but 
his chief not among 
the number. Snell was disgusted and at the 
end of last month threw up his ot and 
started into get the Chief Clerkship of the 
Penitentiary. ‘The understanding here Is 
thatif he had not resigned Wickham would 
deciare his seat vacant. The impression gen- 
erally is that Snell has madea bad break for 
a man with political aspirations. If the 
charges are discredited he will be placed ina 
light anything but enviable. Snell, whoisa 
prominent party leader from Monroe County, 
has his adherents here who will stand by 
him, as they declare, to the end. 

Adjt.-Gen. Wickham reached the city at an 
early hour this morning, having been hur- 
riedly summoned to cut his visit to his 
home in Gallatin short 
here at once to answer 
charges preferred by Snell. Gen. Wickham 
was seen by your correspondent and asked 
what reply he had to make to the charge of 
misappropriating funds and collecting 
fees for war record certificates 
from veterans in defiance of the law. 
Instead of giving a direct answer the 
Adjutant smiled and said he would talk later 
on. He begged to be excused from making 
any statement until he had seen the charges 
on file in the Governor’s office. He met Col. 
Stone shortly before noonand a conference 
was immediately begun behind closed doors 


Condition of tke Iron Hall. 


Mr. Breckinridge Jones, receiver for the 
State of Missouri of the Supreme Sitting of 
the Order of the Iron Hall, filed his first in- 
ventory and first term report in Judge 
Klein’s Court to-day. 

His report shows that he has collected 
cash and securities from thirty-four 
branch lodges to the amount of $47,024.31, 
and interest on deposits amounting to $28.20, 
making a total of $47,052.51. He has paid out 
$1,089.25, leaving a balance on hand of 
$46,013.26. In addition to this he credits him- 
self with a lot of goods and chattels, and also 
books and papers, all of which are unap- 
praised. 

Of the above balance $24,020.73 is cash 
and the remainder, $21,992.53, uncollected 
securities.

This 
must have been the banner lodge on initla- 
tions. In Branch 442there were found four 
whistles, twenty-four masks and one hood- 
wink.

THE MATTER OF COST. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, letus for a moment consider 
the cost ef maintaining the wires overhead and un- 
derground. as one of the great objections to this bill 
seems to be the cost to place them in conduits. 

Here Senator Stone presented numerous 
authorities upon the difference in cost of 
maintaining wires overhead “and wunder- 
ground, showing conclusively that although 
the firstcost of placing them in conduits 
would be great, yet it would be very much 
cheaper'inthe long run. He quoted from 
Prof. Barrett of Chicago, from William 
Maver, Jr., who was the electrician of the 
Telegraph and Subway Cu. of New York, as 
well as from numbers of reports of the heads 
of departments of the large cities of this 
country,amassof figures and statements 
that showed beyond question that it was 
and is, not only cheaper, but that 
asto reliability of service, ‘‘Itis now gen- 
erally admitted that the advantage Is alto- 
gether with the underground conductors. ’’ 
He also dwelt extensively uponthe power of 
the State, under the constitution, to, by 
general enactment, relieve the city of St. 
Louls, and thatit was notonly the power 
she possessed, but it was the duty of the 
State to legisiate by general law, in behalf of 
cities In this State when the exigencies of the 
occasion, as in this case, demanded It.

GERNEZ’ BILL. 


IT PROVIDES FOR A GENERAL SUBWAY FOR 
8ST. LOUIS. 

Representative John W. Gernez introduced 
his long-talked-of underground wire Dill to- 
day. Gernez claimsthat its provisions are 
acceptable to the St. Louis Board of Public 
Improvements, the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co., the postal company and the elec- 
tric light companies. The following is the 
full text of the bill as it was introduced to- 


day: 

An act providing for placing electrical conductors 
under ground in cities in this State having 350, 
inhabitants or more and empowering such cities to 
carry out pace gon dy yg of this act. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Missouri as follows: 

Sec. The Board of Public Improvements of 
cities now containing 350,000 inhabitants or moreis 
hereby charged with the responsibility of enforcing 
the provisions of thisact. Itis hereby made the 
duty of said Board of Public Improvements to cause 
to be removed from the surface and put, maintained 
and operated underground wherever practicable all 
electric wires or cables used or to be used in the 
business of any compary Or individual in any street, 
avenue or other highway in suchcity,soas to en- 
able and require all duly authorized companies 
operating or intendingto operate electrical con- 
ductors in any street, avenue or highway of apy such 
city asis now or shail be affected by the provisions 
of said act. totransact their business with under- 
ground conductors wherever practicable. 

Sec. 2. Within ninety days after the passage of 
this act, such Board of Public Improvements ghall 
prepare a fulland complete detailed plan of a sub- 
way, calculated best to contain and hoid the various 
kinds of electric wires and cablesarmdto carry out 
the provisions of this act. The total length of the 
subway here providea for shall’ not exceed fifty 
miles and {in locating this subway said Board of 
Public Improvements shall pay regard tothe den- 
sity of electric wires and cables upon the streets, 
avenues and highways of the city, the nature and 
character ofsueh streets, avenues and highways 
aud the character of buildings thereon. And in 
devising and nthe ge the pian of such subway due 
regard shalile bad for the uses thereofby the 
different telephone, telegraph, electric light and 
messenger companies and to variations and differ- 
ences of the methods an@ electrical systems of these 
different companies. e 

Sec. 3. Such plan, when prepared, shall be pre- 
sented to the City Council of such city and they shall 
pass upon it within thirty days after its presentation 
and immediately upon its approval by said City 
Council said Board of Public Improvements shall 
cause advertisements to be published in the news- 
papers doing the city printing asking for bids for the 
coustruction of said sub-way in accordance with the 
plans and specifications prepared by said Board of 
Public Improvements and approved by the City 
Council. Such bids shall be Sn pe to state the 
amount which the contractor building such sub-way 
will agroe to deliver the same to such city in ac- 
cordance with the terms hereinafter set out, and 
also the annual rate per centum upon such amount 
whieh such contractor will receive 


in Hieu of an rent for the

in accordance with the provisions of this act, pro- 
vided that the successiul bidder shall execute a goed 
and sufficient bond in the sum of $100,000 to said 
city, to be approved by the Mayor and City Council 
of such city, for the faithful and complete pertorm- 
ance ofthe ob!igations of the contract entered into 
between such city and such successful bidder ac- 
cording to the terms of this act. 


Sec. 4. Allsucn citiesare hereby empowered to | 


enter into acontract witha proper person or Corpo- 
ration forthe construction vf a sub-way upon the 
plans and specifications made by said Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements and approved by the City Council 
of such cities. Such contract shall provide that said 
sub-way shall b- builtin five sections of ten miles 
each, to be completed as follows: ‘The first section 
Jan. 1, 1894; the second section. ; 
the third section,

that as each section is complete the seme shal! 
be turned over and delivered to such city,

Atany time after twenty years, and within 
forty years from the date of said contract said city, 
upon peyment to the constructing contractor the 
suln agreed upon as the price of construction ofsuch 
subway, the title to such subway shall become abso- 
lute in such city. 

Sec. 5. Allfunds and moneys received from cor- 
poratious or individuals using such sub-way shall be 
paidintothe hands of the treasurer of such city 
and by him kept in a separate and distinct fund 
which shall, together with all funds added thereto, 
be used exclusively for the purposes herein set 
forth. First, to pay for all repairs and labor nec- 
essary;second, to pay the asnual rental charges; 
third, tocredte a sinking fund oper the purchase 
price of such sub-way. The General Assembly of all 
such cities shall by ordinagee annually ok hn 
not less than $25,000, to Be placed in such sinking 
fund, which shall be inthe control of the Mayor, 
Treasurer and Comptroller of such cities, and shall 
be invested in the bonds of such city or of this Stete, 
and shallbe permitted to accumuiate until the total 
sum shall be sufficient to pay the contract price of 
such sub-way. 

Sec. 6. The General Assembly of all such cities 
shaliby ordinance fix the prices and terms upon 
which such sub-way shall be used and enact all the 
etary city ordinances to earry this act into full 
effect, 

Sec. 7. Assoon as any one section of said sub-way 
iscompleted, the Boata of Public Improvements 
shall at once notify all owners of electric wires and 
cabies within the territory covered by the com- 
pleted section of such sub-way, of the fact that such 
section is completed and within thirty days of such 
notice, the ownersof such electric wires or Gables 
shall the same to be removed and 
failing to do #0, the Board of Public Improve- 
ments shall at once cause the same to be removed, 
as well as all poles holding or supportin such wires 
orcables, The power hereby conferred upon such 
Boards of Public Improvements isa police power 
and shali be so exercised by it. 

Sec. 8. Thedangers constantly menacing life and 
property in the cities ef this State affected by this 
act, create an emergency: within the meaning of 
the constitution. ihis act shall take effectand be 
in force from and alter ite passage. 

The bill, it will be seen, has an emergency 
clause attached which will put it into force 
immediately after itis signed, should it go 
thatfar, When Ea Butler was in the city 
last week he had a long conference with 
Gernez on the subject of this bill.

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FOUND A FLAW. 


South Dakota's Lievtenant-Governor Dis- 
covers Unconstitutional Law-Making. 
PIERRE, 8. D., Feb. 8.—It was discovered 

to-day that the law which was passed by the 

last Legislature, reapportioning the legis- 
lative districts two years ago, passed the 

Senate by less than a constitutional majority. 

This discovery was made by the Lieutenant- 

Governor while searching for precedents to 

sustain a ruling of his last Saturday. The 


constitution is positive in its requirement 
that no measure shall pass and become a law 
without the affirmative vote of a 
majority of all the members- 
elect to both houses of the Legis 
lature. In the case in point there were forty 
five members-elect, but one had died and one 
had been elected to the United States Senate, 
leaving but forty-three active members. 
There being forty-flve members-elect it re- 
quired twenty-three votes to passa bill, but 
the apportionment bill only received twenty- 
two, a majority of the active members, but 
not a majority of those elect, sothat the ap- 

ortionment bill cut down the Legislature to 
orty-two membDers. 


HAMBURG REDEEMED. 
Cholera 


Driven From the Once- 
Plagued Citys. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 8.—Emil Boas of the Ham- 
burg-American Packet Co. has received a 
cablegram from the home office stating that 
eminent medical authorities apprehend no 
serious trouble from cholera in the future 
and thatevery means has been taken to pre- 
vent a fresh outbreak of the plague. The 
telegram states that with the exception of 


one suspicious case there has been 
no case of cholera in Hamburg since 
Jan. 21. Prof, Koch was in Ham- 
burg last week and declared upon 
inspecting the improvements made that he 
would have never considered it possible to 
create sucha revolution in soshorta time 
andthat this splendid result could be due 
only tothe greatest energy and a total dis- 
regaru of additional cost. The enhanced 
expenditure caused by day and night work 
and extra forces ot men has in fact absorbed 
several extra millions. Hambure will be 
provided with the new water after April 1. 
Prof. Schottelies has declared it as his con- 
viction that Hamburg this year will be one of 
the healthiest cities on the European contl- 
nent.

ARBITRARY RATES, 


Coal Mine Owners on the Union Pacific on 
the War Path. 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Feb. 8.—The private 
mine owners of coal mines along the Union 
Pacific system have ceclared war against the 
Union Pacific’s raise of coal freights, and 
Senator Holliday has introduced a Dill sim- 
llarto onein operation in Kansas, provid- 
ing for the appointment of three railroad 
commissioners, with power to fix unil- 
form rates for passengers and freight. 
Under Jay Gould’s plans an order was 
issued by 8. H. H. Clark Jan. 15, reducing the 
price of coal at the mines 25 cents per ton 
and addingthe amount of reduction to the 
freight tariff. Private mine owners claim 
this means thé closing of their mines and the 
discharging of 500 employes at Rock Springs 
and other coal towns; that it wipes out the 
value of their properties. Mr. Clark claims 
that the new rateis absolutely necessaryj{ to 
make the road pay and will oppose any effort 
of the private mine owners in the direction 
of legislation.

shipped 1,920,000 bn wheat to Eurove last week, a 
falling off of 800,000 bu frem preceding week. 


Although Minneapolis receipts of wheat were 
small last week and her milis ground a large amount 
into flour, the decrease in public and private stocks 
was only 193,000 bu and the total on Rand Monday 
was 14,391,000 bu. 


Orders for wheat from mills located at Southern 
and Southeastern points are increasing and some of 
these orders are being filled. Yesterday and this 
morning 36,600 bu No 2 and No 3 were taken from a 
special lot in an East side house, and negotiations 
were entered into for a much largér amount. 


So far, the Government weather and crop bulletin, 
issued weekly, has noted little damage to winter 
wheat. ow if its next report does not make a much 
worse showing for the we after the latest spell of 
thawing, rain, ice on e ground and very hard 
freeze, then the bulls had best give up crop amage 
as an ‘‘inflooence.’ 


Weather conditions to-day: The cold wave which 
has been passing southeast across the United States 
since Sunday night has reached the Atlantic and 
Gulf States, apparently diminishingin intensity as 
itmoves southward. Much warmer weather pre- 
vails in Kansas and a portionof the acjoining States. 
Light snow is falling in Texas and Western Kansas. 
Forecast for St. ouls: Light 
Thursday; warmer. ‘ 


Geo. W. Brown, dr., of butler, Ill... sums upthe 
crop situation in the following pertinent, though 
quaint paragraphin a late letter: ‘*Take the con- 
dition the ground was in when crop went in, the 
total lack of sufficient rain, five weeks of solid 
freezing weather without protection to wheat plent, 
topped by the last Diizzard, if the crop is not dam- 
aged it bas certainly missed the best opportunity it 
has ever had in my recoliection,’”’ 


An official report, dated Calcutta, Dec 28, states 
that the area under wheat in the fiorthwestern 
provinces, Oudh and the Punjab, is estimated te be 
about 5 per cent over that of last year. In the latter 
province the area devoted to the present crop is es- 
timated at 6,512,700 acres, which is not up tothe 
average of the last five years. In the central prov- 
inces the area sown is larger than usual. In Bembay 
the cond tionis fair to good. In the northwestern 
provinces and Oudh germination has been generally 
very fair, but there, as wellas in the Punjab, the 
success of the crop me gyn mainly upon the winter 
rains. In thecentral provinces prospects are ex- 
ceedingly good.

DOCTORS IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


«The Country Physician Is Naturally a 


Shrewd Politician. 


JEFFERSON CiTy, Feb. 8.—One remarkable 
thing about the present Legislature is the 
number of physiciansin it. There are nine 
in the House and three in the Senate, and 
they all come from communities which have 
usually sent farmers. Dr. Frank R. New- 
berry of Madison is the first physician sent 
by farmerstothe Legislature, and he has 
been here for six consecutive terms 
in the House and Senate. 


Dr. Newberry goes to all 
the Democratic conventions, too. He had a 
deal to do with the nomination of 
Aeut.-Gov. John B, O’Meara, persuading 
the Southeast men to throw their votes to 
him instead of dividing them between Florea 
and Seay, as other delegations that were in- 
different were doing. Sitting by the glowing 
stove in the Madison House, Dr. Newberry 
said to-day: 
**The physician in the country who can 
keep out of politicsisa wonder. If heisa 
man he gets a strong hold on the 
people, andifheisnot only skillful but con- 
siderate of the poor he gets nearer to the 
people than the preacher, even. He is 
called, for instance,to a mill or a mine 
where a number of men are employed. 
Hie sees his patient and takes supper 
with the boss, being obliged to stay 
all night. After supper most of the men 
come up to the house and sit onthe porchif 
ft is warm or inside if it is cold, talking about 
whatis goingon.
